The Rus- 
sians finally retired in the direction of Feng Wang Cheng, in 
accordance with their plan of campaign. 
“This meeting of the hostile armies is the severest that has 
yet occurred, and while there is no hint as to casualties, it marks 
the actual opening of the campaign on land. 

It is reported, but also unconfirmed, that the Ae lieve 
landed in force near Kinchow. The main Russian force is said to 
be concentrating at Tieling to the north of Mukden. There being

USING SAME TACTICS AS IN THE

Armies of Kuroki and Oki Pushing 
Rapidly Forward—Warships As- 
sisting at Mouth of the River—Se- 
rious Land Fighting Considered 
Not Far Distant.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 30, 10:30 
| p.m.—All news from the front indicates 
that the armies of Gen. Kuroki and 
Gen. Oki, comprising about 100,000 men, 
are being rapidly pushed forward and 
| will be thrown across the Yalu as 
speedily as possible. Japanese trans- 
ports have also appeared at the mouth 
of the river, and, supported by a few 
warships, will assist in the operations. 
The Japanese seem to be following 
closely the tactics pursued by them dur- 
ing the Chino-Japanese war, having’ 
already occupied Ku Lien Cheng above 
Antung, where they crossed in 1895. 

The beginning of serious land fight- 
ing is considered to be not far distant, 
although a heavy movement of troops 
may not begin for several days, not- 
withstanding Japanese are crossing 
at several places above Wiju. It is be- 
lieved’ that the Japanese ted 
more resistance qn the Yalu than they 
met with, and for this reason their 
armies were not in a position to cross 
at the moment the advance guard 
forced a passage. With the advance 
body some guns were hurried over, and 
the Japanese outposts were entrenched.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aprtt %.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Four hundred rep- 
“resentative business men from al! 
parts of the State gathered to- 
aight to participate in the dinner 
given by the California Promotion 
Committee, at the Palace Hotel. The 
menu was an admirable selection of 
distinctive California products. There 
were oysters from Del Monte and 
green turtie from San Diego. There 
was beef from Mendocino and squab 
from Los Angeles. The guests were 
seated at 7:30 o'clock, and speaking 
commenced at 9:30. 

The opening address was made, 
efter a drief intrdductory by Chair- 
man Sbarbaro, by Gov. Pardee, who 
made a most hapry and felicitous et- 
fort. His theme was that the dreams 
of the Spanish adventurers were now 
being realized in the present EI Do- 
rado, Golden California, and he pre- 
dicted a great and wonderful growth 
in the future. 

The Governor was followed by A. J. 
Pilisbury of the San Joaquin Valley 
Commercial Association, in an intel- 
ligent and comprehensive review of 
the irrigation work already accom- 
plished and the effect of irrigation 
upon the welfare of the State, con- 
cluding with the statement that every 
public school in the State should be a 
stepping-stone toward a perfect un- 
derstanding of the agricultural possi- 
Ddilities of the State. Other speakers 
followed in regular order, including 
Charies F. mmis of Los Angeles, 
who spoke on cioperation.

The train, however, passed Kimm 
wick on its way north at a high rate 
of speed, and either the engineer for- 
got the order or made a miscalcula- 
tion as to location, for the train 
struck the Witch at Wickes at a speed 
of nearly forty miles an hour. The 
engine turned a tomersault and En- 
gineer Bai 2 buried beneath tons 
of iron. A. aber, master mechanic 
of the Iron Mountain system, who was 
riding in the Gab, was also instantly 
killed.

TO A TINISH. 

The Hackmen's Union is whipped so 
thoroughly that the mere mention of 
such a thing as a strike makes them 
fighting mad. When Mike Coffey tried 
to build up a trade for his three hacks 
by using the union as a lever he 
thought there would be little or no 
trouble to make the strike last as long 
as he wanted it, and then put all the 
strikers back at increased wages. 

But Coffey reckoned without con* 
sidering a new element in the labor sit- 
uation. The Citizens’ Alliance immedi- 
ately stepped in behind the employers 
and gave them the necessary backing 
to make a winning fight. The result is, 
that the stables will hereafter be run 
as open shops, the hackmen will drive 


ut the same oid wages, and for the same 


old number of hours, while the stable- 


as they please, and no one will dare to 
say them nay. : 

The opening wedge of the “open shop” 
proposition has entered, and from now 
on the union which enters into a con- 
test will end as the Hackmen's Union 
has ended—by being completely demor- 
aliged. The one mistake made by the 
eemployers in this fight is that they 
have permitted the hackmen to put 
forth the impression that certain con- 
cessions were made by the employers. 
The union was whipped, and like cow- 
ardiy curs the members crawled back, 
giad to get their old jobs on any terms, 


TRUCKLING TO SENTIMENT. 


It is this truckling to sentiment on 
the part of employers which gives 
power and influence to the agitators in 
the labor ranks. These demagogic 
leaders lead their dupes into strikes, and 
then, when defeat comes, the employers 
“let them down easy,” by permitting 
them to say that the strike was settled 
on “terms satisfactory to the union.” 

The ignorant followers of the agi- 
tators never see or hear anything else 
than that thelr leaders have won a 
fight, and ti not only increases their 
own degredation, but it puts strength 
into the hands of the very men who 
are the cause of all the industrial 
trouble. 

The Citizen's Alliance has the power 
to do the right ting and to let the 
worid know that the unions have been 
whipped. This would do more to break 
the hold of the agitators than all the 
arguments that could be advanced. So 
long as the hackmen believe that their 
walking delegate has won something 
for them, they will be ready for more 
trouble at any time. Coffey or Boland 
desires to make another clean-up at the 
expense of the union. There has not 
been an important strike in San Fran- 
cisco in the last four years that has 
not been settled detrimentally to the 
unions, yet there is not a union man in 
San Francisco, or on the Coast, for that 
matter, who does not believe the union 


on. 

“OPEN SHOP” LIVERIES. 

The result of the hackmen’s«strike is 
that hereafter the livery stables of San 
Francisco will be run as “open shops.” 
The Stablemen’s Enion, which has been 
making so much trouble during the 
past year, is now a thin gof the past. 
Stable owners will no longer be ha- 
rassed by the waiki delegates, nor 
will they be compelled to employ 
drunken scoundrels sent them by the 
union whenever they were in need of 
help. The result is already apparent in 
the conduct of the men 70 the stables. 
The owners say that the} can now run 
their own business, and are in position 
to employ men who will do the work as 


jeopardize the safety of the barns by 
drunkenness day and night. 

The result of the strike of the hack- 
men has been even more far-reaching 
than this, for it has shown to other em- 
ployers the benefits accruing from an 
open shop. Already there is talk of a 
general open-shop movement in the 
eit, and it is but a question of a short 
time until the open shop will be an 
accomplished fact. 

BAKERS MAY BE NEXT. 

The Master Bakers’ Association is a 
new organization that may be next to 
adopt the open-shop idea. The bakers 
have been worried and harassed by the 
walking delegates of the various bak- 
ers’ unions until they have been driven 
almost to the verge of bankruptcy. 
Now new demands have been made with 
the accompanying announcement that 
unless they are complied with there will 
be a general strike of all the bakers in 
the city on May 1. 3 

The Master Bakers’ Association is 
now strong enough to take a stand, 
and with the assurance of backing by 
the Citizen's Alliance the decision has 
been reached to deny the demands, and 
to refuse to accede to any increase of 
Wage or decrease of time. 

It has been agreed by the master 
baker’ to subenit the demands to ar- 
bitration, but if the temper of the jour- 


neymen bakers is the same as it has 


been for some time back, there will be 
no arbitration. The hakers, as a rule, 
are of the most ignorant of all union- 
** and they follow their leaders with

CLBARINGS STILL FALLING OFF. 

In one of my recent letters I called 
attention to the fact that San Fran- 
cisco's bank clearings had fallen off to 
a great extent on account of the in- 
dustrial unoertainty. I have been tak- 
en to task about that and have been 
labored with by business men who 
have endeavored to show that the fpll- 
ing off has been but a temporary mat- 
ter, due entirely to certain local con- 
ditions in trade. 

The clearings are still falling off. 
Last week they were $2,000,000 less than 
during the same week of last year, 
This falling off is directly attributable 
to the strike of the engineers of the 
steam schooners, which tied up the 
coast trade for three weeks. 

The previous deficiencies in clearings 
have been for similar reasons, and in 
every instance the relation between in- 
dustrial wheertainty. and direct trou- 
bie, and the reduction of bank clear- 
ings have been marked. 

Another significant feature of the 
financial condition of San Francisco 
lies jn the enormous increase in num- 
ber of real estate purchases. These

district. Money that has been form- 
erly mvested in some business enter- 
prise is now withdrawn and placed 
in investments where labor troubles 
will not interfere. Sen Francisco real 
estate is steadily increasing in value 
and the small investors say they pre- 
fer to put their money away for a 
while to risking it in business which 
is in the power of walking delegates. 

There seems a neral sentiment, 
however, among all classes of inves- 
tors that the time is at hand when the 
power of the walking delegate will no 
longer overshagow the business pros- 
perity of the city. Until that day 
comes the money that would ordinar- 
ily be in trade channels will be tied 
up in real estate. 

STABLEMEN HUNT JOBS. 

The strike of the stablemen against 
the open shop proposition of the ow- 
ners is assuming a humorous phase. 
The stablemen are of that class of 
workers who can handle a shovel, and 
can clean a horse. It stands to reason 
that there would be no trouble in än- 
ing the places of all who might strike 
in this sort of business. The Stable- 
men’s Union, headed by Supervisor, 
Finn, who graduated from cleaning 
stalls to the city father’s chair through 
the grace of a labor administration, ts 
busy trying to Induce other unions to 
take up the hatchet in behalf of the 
roustabouts of the unien, and ge on 
sympathetic strikes. The first union 
applied to happened to be the Hack- 
men’s Union, which is just recovering 
from a time of starvation at the be- 
hest of Coffey. That union turned the 
stablemen down hard, and said it had 
all the etrike it Wanted. What 
hackmen want now is to get work and 
their old wages. 

Then the stablemen turned to the 
Horseshoers’ Union, and that body 
went on a sympathetic strike. This 
was followed by an open shop declara- 
tion on the part of the master horse- 
shoers, and now the journeymen are 
wondering where they will get off. 

All the big stables are now guarded 
by pickets of the stablemen and the 
journeymen horseshoers, hut business 
seems to go On just the same. Men are 
coming in from the country to take 
the places vacated by the horseshoers, 
while the city is full of men glad to 
take the places of the striking stable- 
men, 

People on Post street are treated to 
a sample of what the Citizens’ Al- 
Nance ig doing with a boycotted man. 
A bootblack got into disrepute with 
the Bootblack’s Union and is boy- 
cotted. The alliance sent a counter- 
sandwich man there, and the result is 
that the bootblack has to work over- 
time to get rid of the waiting list. 


WANTED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 
Frank Berry, a fugitive from justice, 
was arrested yesterday by Detectives 
Hawiey and Murphy on South Hill 
street. Berry is wanted in Hilisboro, 
III., on a charge of embezzling between 
$800 and $1000 from a mining company 
of Paisley, III. He was employed as a 
book-keeper for the company and is 
said to have taken the money several 
months ago. Sheriff Miller of Mont- 
gomery county has been notified of 
Berry's arrest and he is now on his 
way to this city.

The special train arrived here at 2:30 
this afternoon, and was met at the 
Wharf depot by John H. F. Peck,

dred tative citizens. Imme- 
Weir after arriving 150 of the visi- 
teres pasted on board the Banning 
Company's steamer Warrio@ and were 
taken to the outer breakwater. For

SHOOTING CASE.

Sensational Testimony Anticipated 
When Judge Noyes is Called—Let - 
ters Said to Have Been Received 
from Lleyd, Written in Manila to 
Parties in This Country. 


SAN BERNARDINO, April 30.—Sa- 
Jaciousness marked the larger part of 
the testimony introduced by the de- 
fense today in the trial of William 
Boxall, charged with shooting his un- 
ce, Carles R. Lloyd. J. B. Frith, 
who, with Frank Johnson, the two Ma- 
eons, who were drawn into the scandal 
by Fred Lloyd. concluded his evidence 
this morning. The prosecution “has 
it in” for these two witnesses, and la- 
ter in the day when Johnson was called 
to the stand, he suffered as severe an 
experience as Frith, who for nearly five 
hours had been questioned and cross- 
questioned.

“Industrial Peace Associa- 
tion's” Make-up. 

Patrick’ Henry Out ‘After 
American Dollars. 

Able Jawsmith is Trying 10 
Work Los Angeles. 


[The following sketch of Patrick 
Henry Scullin, secretary and manager 
and whole thing of the “National In- 
dustrial Peace Association,” who is 
trying to work Los Angeles, is con- 
tributed to The Times by a former of- 
ficer of the organization whose eyes 
have been opened.—Ed Times.) 

Patrick Henry Scullin, secretary and 
manager of the “National Industrial 
Peace Association,” with headquar- 
ters in San Francisco (and elsewhere) 


visor A. T. Kimbell of the Perris dis-}is in Los Angeles just now. He comes 


here as an apostle of “industrial 
peace,” and to “harmonize labor and 
capital“ —at least so he says. He has 
with him (and showed at The Times 
office yesterday) numerous indorse- 
ments from almost every politician of 
prominence along the Coast, also from 
some employers, and from many minis- 
ters—from all such persons, in fact, as 
good-naturedly give indorsements and 
good characters to all who importune 
them persistently and plausibly. He 
has also numerous clippings from San 
Francisco and Sacramento papers that 
speak favorably of the work that the 
organization is expected to do (but 
which has not materialized.) And, 
above all, Patrick Henry Scullin car- 
ries with him such supreme nerve 
and persistency that with more 
achievement and practical results to 
back him. they would enable him to 
accomplish almost anything that any 
other adventurer could by any possi- 
ble chance accomptish. 

The Times asked one who knows 
the career of this person to narrate 
the same. The reply. in substance, was 
— the following words and figures, to- 
wit: 

“Alas! Patrick Henry Scullin .lacks 
important essentials, and his great 
scheme to harmonize. labor and cap- 
ital will not be likely to result in any- 
thing more than a means of filling 
Patrick Henrys pockets with the dol- 
lars that he can wheedle out of the 
generous or credulous, and the su- 
preme happiness that Patrick Henry 
extracts from seeing his name in 
print, in connection with the names of 
prominent men, or hearing his voice 
eulogizing any or all who agree with 
his views and denouncing with vitu- 
peration all who do not. 

SELF-CONSTITUTED. 

“Scullin claims to be a carpenter by 
trade, and he is obviously a petty 
politician by nature. Having, it ap- 
pears, had difficulties with his branch 
of the union in the State of Washing- 
ton, he constituted himself a universal 
peacemaker, and for a long time has 
found it more profitable to work his 
supple jaw in the alleged name of 
peace than to work with the saw and 
re plane. 

“After a career in Washington State, 
he reached San Francisco about a 
year ago, when that city was having 
its usual labor difficulties of all kinds, 
and was willing to buy peace at any 
price. There he sought out a few peo- 
ple who were well-known advocates of 
arbitration, and enlisted their sympa- 
thies to the extent of persuading them 
to form the organization on whose 
name he is now doing business at the 
same old stand. These people, owing 
to their names and positions, enabled 
Scullin to procure favorable notices, 
it seems, from some of the San Fran- 
cisco papers. board of directors 
was, in the main, made up of men and 
women whose professions and business 
undoubtedly prevented their attend- 
ance upon the meetings; while others 
who did attend appear to have dropped 
away from the organization in dis- 
gust, as they discovered that Scul 
had introduced politicians of his own 
peculiar breed into the ‘Peace Asso- 
ciation(?)’ and that it was run 
strictly for the benefit of these few 
men, part of whose scheme was, it is 
said, to find flaws in the constitution 
which they themselves had drafted, 
and which enabled them to drop out 
the few members who honestly wi 
to carry out the aims for which 
organization was brought into exist- 
ence. Finally the disgust with Scul- 
Un's methods became so great that at 
the last meeting, which was held sev- 
eral months ago, it was fully intended 
that the organization should come to 
an end. 

“Then Scullin and the president of 
the organization begged for one more 
chance, as they were about to hold a 
public meeting, where many great ad- 
vocates of peace and harmony were 
to speak, and they were to enroll sev- 
eral thousand members. 


ROPED IN. 


“But the only speakers who appeared, 
with the exception of Rabbi Voor- 
sanger (who had never attended a 
meeting of the organization, and who 
took Scullin’s word for the strength 
of it,) were the president of the as- 
sociation, George Foulks, school 
teacher, lawyer and _ politician, and 
Patrick Henry Scullin, peace promoter, 
Ste., etc. So violent were the speeches 
of these self-made harmonizers of 
peace that the meeting broke up in a 
row, with scores of men who repre- 
sent labor denouncing Scullin person- 
ally as a disgrace to both labor and 
capital. Scullin’s reply to all who will 
not accept him as a dictator is that 
they are anarchists, socialists, graft- 
ers, Or monopolists; although he can 
wheedle and flatter monopolists— as 
long as they will listen to his voice 
and give him what money he de- 
or sign their name to his list. 
of indorsements. 

ARTFUL DODGER. 

“Fearing to face another meeting of 
the board of directors—for he is fully 
aware that it would be the last—Scul- 
lin successfully dodged the issue 
by going to Sacramento when a meet- 
ing was called, where he repeated the 
performance of collecting money and 
names of important people and hold- 
ing a meeting which . his 
audience and most of t papers. 
From Sacramento he hurried to Los’ 
Angeles without giving his board of 
directors an opportunity to protest, 
and now he is here on the same mis- 
sion; but his destination is Indianap- 
olis, where he hopes to use the nu- 
merous autographs which he carries 
with him, and the prestige that tne 
name of the ‘National Industria} 
Peace Association’ gives him, in the 
hope of winning the friendship of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America, which he lost 
some years ago. 

“But the great organization on which 
he trades has not a single member 
outside of the board of directors, ana 
not more than four or five of these 
ever attend a meeting, and of this 
number only the president, the type- 
writer and Patrick. Henry look upon 
it as anything but a farce. Nor does 
Scullin care so long as he has the 
name of the association to trade on.

FEDERAL AUTHORITY RESTRAINS 
SANTA FE STRIKERS. 


Four Machinists Here Go Out, 
Making Smallest Strike in History. 
Few Men but Important Principle 
involved, and Company Firm and 
Ready for Possible Emergency. 


The authority of the United States 
has been interposed jn the machinists’ 
strike on the Santa Fé lines in a man- 
ner which will put labor unionists, who 
may do violence to the railroad’s prop- 
erty to further the cause of the atrik- 
ers, under the heavy hands of Federal 
officers. 

Following similar complaints filed in 
the United States Circuit Court by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rall- 
road, and the Southern Calfornia 
Railway, praying for injunctions re- 
straining the strikers interfering in any 
way with the railroad property or 
traffic, Judge Welldorn yesterday issued 
a restraining order against the union- 
ists, and set May 12 as the date for a 
hearing for an injunction. 

One of the persons complained of by 
name by the Santa Fé is Thomas L. 
Wilson, a citizen of Nebraska, fourth 
vice-presidem and “organizer” of 
International Association of Machin- 
ists. which has brought on the strike. 


The complaint alleges that om 
L. Wilson has on a number of occa- 
sions threatened and stated that if 
your orator (Santa Fé Rallroad) did 
not comply with the demands of the 
International Association of Machin- 
ists, means would be adopted for crip- 
pling boilers, engines, cars, etc., and 
ether methods similar to those used 
during the machinists’ strike on the 
Union Pacific.” Unless restrained by 
the United States courts, the complaint 
says, the strikers under this man will 
do violence to the property of the 
railroad. 

The restraining order signed by 
Judge Wellborn, enjoins the strikers 
named in the complaints, or those act- 
ing at their instigation, from interfering 
with the agents or representatives of 
complainant in the management, move- 
ment or operation of locomotives, cars, 
etc., in custody or control of com- 
plainant; in any manner tampering 
with or attempting to tamper with or 
injure any of its property, or in any 
manner entering upon its premises, en- 
ines, cars or shops unless authorized 
by the rallroad company so to do, or 
to trunsact lawful business with it as 
a common carrier; or compelling or in- 
ducing or attempting to compel or in- 
duce by threats, intimidation, force or 
violence any employés of complainant 
to refuse to perform their duties, or to 
leave the company’s service, or to keep 
prospective employés from entering 
said service.

CARS CRASH. 

DAUGHTER OF J. c. KAYS Nas A 

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 


Caught in Wreckage She is Saved 
by Presence of Mind of Conductor. 
Passengers Severely Joited—Biame 
is Laid to Crew of One of the 
Trains. 


Two local Hollywood cars of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific Railroad Company 
collided head on at Fay Villa, not far 


west of Sutherland avenue, about 10 


o'clock yesterday morning. Both 
coaches were wrecked and Motormen 
Peyton and Brundage were injured, 
though not seriously. 

Only two passengers were aboard, 
and both escaped without serious 
harm, although in the case of one, a 
daughter of ex-Sheriff! Kays, it was 
little short of miraculous that she 
came out of it unhurt, as she was 
caught In the wreckage and was only 
saved by the presence of mind of the 
conductor of the west-bound car. 

The wreck was caused by the negli- 
gence of those in charge of the west- 
bound car, according to the statement 
of Superintendent Larrabee. This car 
had Motorman Brundage at the con- 
troller and Conductor Austen directing, 
and was about ten minutes behind time 
when it reached the end of the double 
track at the Sutherland- avenue cross- 
ing. The crew had distinct orders ‘to 
meet the east-bound car at that point, 
but, disregarding the order, the car 
went ahead and crashed into car No. 
38 on the sharp curve a short distance 
away. 

The front ends of both cars were 
much smashed and Motorman Brund- 
age of the west-bound car was cut 
about the head and face. He was re- 
moved to the Sisters“ Hospital, where 
an examination showed that his in- 
juries were painful, but not serious. 
Motorman Peyton of the east-bound 
car was also cut and bruised, but he 
was able to go to his home unassisted. 
Mise Kays was painfully shaken. A 
colored woman on the east-bound car 
was also severely jolted, but she, too, 
received only a few bruises. 

The wreckage was quickly cleared 
and traffic was resumed in a few 
hours. Superintendent Larrabee places 
the blame upon Motorman Brundage 
and Conductor Austen of the west-

Each 
progressive step must be made for the 
purpose of establishing the bird's sense 
of distance and direction, and not to 
see how far it can be removed from *he 
loft without losing the way in return- 
ing. 

When released, a homing pigeon does 
not fly continuously unless the distance 
is short enough to enable it to reach 
home without stopping for rest. If the 
distance can be covered in ten or 
twelve hours the pigeons apparently 
take little rest, but fly almost continu- 
ously until they reach their loft. In 
the few 1000-mile races conducted years 
ago on the Atlantic seacoast from 
Florida to New York and Philadelphia. 
a number of the birds were lost, ee 
others stopped on the way sever 
times to rest; but the choicest birds 
which finished the long course were ap- 
parently on the wing most of the time.

IN SUMMER STYLE. 


All fears for the future of the qual 
this year may now be dismissed by 
sportsmen. A month ago the birds 
were not pairing as freely as was the 
case in former years and there was 
considerable ground for the fears at 
that time expressed relative to the 
birds’ well-known instinct of not lay- 
ing after dry winters. As was then 

the lateness of the season

LATENESS OF SEASON AFFORDS 
SOME GOOD SPORT. 
Plenty of Grase and Other Feed 
Has Put Bunny in Good Condi- 

tien for Table — Some 
| Hints About Safety While Hant- 
“ ing on the Hills. | | 


Sportsmen returning from the bills 
report an exceeding abundance of 
brush rabbits, some saying there are 
twice af many in evidence as were en- 
countered on similar foraging trips 
at this time last year. The lateness 
of the season and the timeliness of the 
rains, maintaining the sucecutent™ 
grasses on which rabbits of all gart 
like to feed, are given by most gun- 
ners as reasons for the present plenty. 

With a number of hunters, the clos- 
ing of the bird season leaves no other 
recourse than bluerocks, and the old 
fowling piece is usually greased up 
well, shoved mto its corner and left | 
to Me there until the doves begin to 
ny in late summer. Not all the trig- 
ger fraternity despise the cottontall 
rabbit, however. Those who appreciate 
a dainty dish of sweet, wild meat are 
never sorry when a fat cottontall runs 
within the forty-yard dead line, and 
today most of them are not worrying 
whether the trout will bite or not. The 
bunny game is nearly always good; no 
day is so bad it does not yield at least 
one rabbit, and that, stewed, is a din- 
ner for the average family. 

Veteran rabbit hunters, especially 
those who usually hunt in parties of

ence, both in the pursuit of bunny and 
in keeping from being shot at by mis- 
take by each other. Small draws in 
the hills are at this season well car- 
peted with weeds and grasses upon 
which rabbits feed, and trips through 
such places in the early morning or 
about sunset in the evening are sel- 
dom regretted unless your gaiters are 
mistaken for a rabbit. Gunners all

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The Los Angeles Real Estate Board 
has been discussing the subject ot 
agents’ commissions. While it is true 


more nor less than dishonest, although 
perhaps not recognizable by the 
The conditions attaching to the real 
estate busin as at present conduct- 
ed in this section, are altogether too 
loose, and far from satisfactory, either 
to the agent or the client. For instance, 
it is no uncommon thing for a man— 
or, particplarly, a woman—to bring in 
a certain piece of property for the 
agent to enter in his books, and en- 
deavor to sell, at a certain price. Then, 
after the agent has perhaps put in a 
g00d many hours’ work, and possibly 
spent a few dollars in showing and 
talking up the property. when he 
comes across a would-be purchaser and 
sends for the man—or the woman—it¢ 
is not an uncommon thing for him, or 
for her, to coolly inform the agent that 
the price of the property has been 
raised, perhaps 10 or»20 per cent. or 
even more. This shows the desirabil- 
ity of having contracts between: prin- 
cipal and agent in writing, according 
to a recognized form, just as deeds are 
made out, and mortgages drawn up. 
On the other. hand, The Times is 
strongly opposed to the propostion, ad- 
vanced by some real estate men, and 
introduced several times in the Legis- 
lature, to enable them to 


confusion worse confounded—would 
enable vena! real estate agents to drum 
up wnfounded claims, to entangle 
deals to blackmail, and to raise Cain 
generally. It would be altogether bad, 
and if this real estate dealer attempts 
to bring it up again next session, as 
he threatened, The Times will promise 
that a pretty stiff fight shall be 

against it. No reasonable and 
responsible real estate agent should 
ask such a thing. On the other hand, 
they should all refuse to handle prop- 
erty unless the owner ts willing to give 
a hard and fast agreement, in writing. 
The trouble is that there are too many 
curbstone brokers in Los Angeles, or 
else some kind of an agreement on this 
and other subjects might pe be 
reached by the dealers. As it is, how- 
ever, if two-thirds of the leading deal- 
ers could get together on this subject, 
it should be quite possible to enforce 
such a rule.

In 
the St. Louls convention a few months 
hence, Mr. Bryan will be a delegate. 
He wants to retain enough influenc® 
to enable him to shape the platform of 
his party for 1904 and to dictate its 
Under the two-thirds rule 
in Democratic assemblages the leader 
of an active, aggressive and reso 
lute minority can have a good deal 
of influence in the way of defeating

The Federal administration's hostility 
toward him in 18658, of course, was 
due to his leadership in the fight 
against the Lecompton constitution, 
which Buchanan, aiding the pro-slav- 
ery element of his party, attempted 
to force on the people of Kansas. in 
that contest, in which Douglas had a 
few of bis own party, called the anti- 
Lecompton Democrats, on his side, he 
was the most influential 
all the opposition. He was th 
leader of the cqmbination of Republi- 
cans and an element of the Northern 
Democrats in saving Kansas from 
what the free State men called the 
“Lecompton swindle.” For his work 
in that crisis several Republican lead- 
ers, including Greeley of the New 
York Tribune, Raymond of the New 
York Times and Bowles of the Spring: 
field Republican, deprecated at the 
outset the contest that Lincoln made 
against Douglas later on in 1858, when 
Douglas sought reélection. In that 
canvass, as Douglas truly said, he had 
against him not only the whole power 
of the Republican party, but also the 
Democratic President. Douglas won,

DOUGLAS'S SECOND TOUR. 

In his stumping tour in the South 
two years later, in 1860, the adverse 
conditions were immeasurably more 
powerful than they had been in 1868.

HE secret of the pearl is out.

those which men found brought fabulous prices, be- 
cause in addition to their beauty, they were rare. 

Today a rope of pearls which a society belle would 
wear about ber neck represents a fortune, but in the fu- 
ture if the promise of the experiments made by a French 
scientist is carried out, pearls may be grown to order 
and the price placed within the reach of all except the 
very poor. 

M. Raphael Dubois, director of the University of Ly- 
ons, is the man who has discovered the secret of the 
pearl, and he has his own pearl fishery at Tamaris, 
France, where he ‘planted a colony of pearl oysters from 
the coast of Tunis. 

The oysters, which are identical with those of Ceylon, 
presumably reached the Mediterranean by way of the 
Suez Canal. About one pearl was found in every 1200 
Tunisan oysters. .

The Scotch have a relatively 
few number of surnames, however, owing to entire clans 
sometimes having the same family name. Indeed, most 
of Scoten names were originally not surnames at all, in 
our sense of the word, but clan names.

It is designated 
as No. 4 Carlton Gardens, and is in the same famous row 
of old, yellow Georgian mansions with Lord Curzon’s 
house, out of which Mr. Choate recently moved. This 
row adorns one of the most exclusive districts of Lon- 
don. Mr. Choate’s moving did not cover much ground. 
He simply had his goods carried from house No. 1 to 
house No. 4 of the block. 

The mansion which our Ambassador recently vacated

The 

sound of this young man’s voice was so startling that, 

as he expressed it, “a sudden gust of wind extinguished 

the light, and then—well, they reached open air — 
and lived to tell the tale to their progeny.”

is no need to tell the, trout fisherman that 
12 “open” season is approaching. For the last 
month he has been on the alert to discover the 
amount of water in the mountain streams, and whether 
the trout have been running up from the ocean—and 
in view of the opening of the season which occurs to- 
day has veen looking over his outfit. He has thrown 
away the old flies, replenished his stoek of leaders, 
looked to the wrapping of his god and put his “traps” 
in order. 

There is no lovelier time to visit the mountains than 
in the month of May. The trees have all attained their 
full foliage and are beautiful in their freshness of colar. 
The streams are high and all the cafions are full of the 
fragrance of the wild sage and thé mountain laurel. The 
birds are mating, and singing their spring songs, and he 
who has seen the Sierra Madre from the southern side 
only can have no conception of the wild beauty that 
abounds in the regions he must visit in order to secure 
the finest sport with rod and reel. i 

Many a man has asked himself year after year why it 
is that he will spend three days’ time and from ten to 


and hard work he must endure in order to’ reach the 
head waters of the best trout streams; to wade all day in 
ice-cold water for the purpose of securing a few trout. 
As he staggers into camp at night, tired, wet and hun- 
gry, he will probably resolve never to repeat the “pleas- 
ure exertion” again. With the return of spring, how- 
ever, the old impulse stirs in his blood. Thé “call of the 
wild” comes to him, and he yearns for the companion- 
ship of the woods, the blanket and camp fire, and after 
a vain struggle he surrenders to the impulse and again 
we find him threading the thickets of the narrow cafon, 
wading waist-deep in the swollen stream and stretching 
himself over rocks in the effort to lure the wily treut 
from his hiding place. se 

The ride up the San el Cafion from Azusa well 
repays one without the added pleasure to be derived from 
the fishing. It can be made either by stage or by burro 
to the Rincon or to Fallow’s, where one can find a good 
bed and board and will. meet with success by whipping 
the stream above and below either place. 


to seek the wi.a heart of the mountains, and to whom 
the hardship is byt an incident, will take horses at either 
of these places and push on up to the head waters. 
True, he will have often to cut his own trail, 
and may cut his clothes to tatters, may get 
sgaked to the skin, may have his burro and pack roll 
down the stream and may land in camp with water- 
soaked provisions and blankets, but if he is a true 
mountaineer with an optimistic temperament, he will ac- 
cept it all without a murmur, and consider it part of the 
game. As he sits around the camp fire at night wrapped 
ih a soggy blanket while drying his clothes, with the 
cold cafion breeze sending chills up and down his spine, 
it may require a superhuman effort to be cheerful, but 
if he is made of the right material he will smile and 
look pleasant. If he has not this temperament, woe be- 
tide his companion! for he will strike a discordant note 
that will spoil the pleasure of everyone who is in his 
company. Choose the man you take with you into the 
mountains with care and be sure that he is “game” in 
the fullest sense of the word, and willing to do his share 
of the work in return for his share of the fun. 


It is most likely you will reach camp late in the after- 
noon with only time to arrange things comfortably be- 
fore darkness comes on. You breakfast by daylight and 
then start up stream. A good two hours’ walk will take 
you above most of the pools, and, unlimbering your rod, 


his best fishing by leaving a pool too soon. The brook 
trout is “wise in his day and generation,” and it is hot 
every tenderfoot that can lure aim from his retreat un- 
der the shelving rock or old dead log. As you work 
slowly down stream you get several “strikes,” and land 
quite a number with occasionally a fine fellow of from 
nine to twelve inches in length. At first you avoid the 
water, stepping gingerly from rock to rock. After miss- 
ing your. foothold and slipping into the stream a few 
times, often receiving a complete immersion, you grow 
less particular, and boldly wade in, finding that thus you 
can reach points of vantage more easily. 


One may have captured the ferocious bass, struggled 
with the gamy yellowtail or conquered the monster jew- 
fish or tigerish tuna, and yet trout-fishing transcends 
them all. There is a daintiness about it that justly en- 
titles it to the term of the “gentle art.” Leading one 
always through scenes of ever-changing beauty, the 
glimpses of the blue sky above, the murmur of the 
streams or plash of falling water, the soughing of the 
wind through the trees and the perfume of the woods, 
all combine to bring one into perfect harmony with na- 
ture, soothe the tired nerves and make him feel that 
there is something in life besides the mere pursuit of 
riches.

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Of course “the daisy” to all English-speaking people 
immediately suggests the dainty pink and white bloom 
that borders the garden path ip Old England or “down 
in Maine.” A low-growing herb. that produces a perfect 
ms de of bloom, Bellis integrifolia (entire leaved,) is the 
mother of them all. Bellus means “pretty,” and Bellis 
perennia is the dainty common white flat-headed daisy 
of all lands, They have a variety up at Hotel Raymond 
that they call the “snowball,” it is so big, so white and 
so fluffy, like 4 miniature chrysanthemum. There are 
vink, and white, and yellow, and even blue daisies, and 
no garden ie at all complete without them.

Forest Fires and Farming. 


HILE these lines are going into print, we are again 

being favored with a-fair rainfall. In the moun- 
tains the precipitation is greater, thus shortening the 
season of liabilities of mountain conflagrations. It is 
reassuring to know that the water sheds are being pa- 
trolled move effectively every season, and we may hope | 
for the minimum of danger from fires as the service is 
improved. I see by a late account that a fire set in Apr 
last year in one of our forest reservations smouldered 
till the 3rd day of June, then bursting out, devasta'ed 
eighteen square miles of timber. This would hardly be 
possible in the local ranges, but it may serve as an in- 
centive to closer observation of camping grounds 
throughout the district. 
Experience. in reservation forestry confirms the idea 


that precautionary measures are the keynote to protec- 
tion. In one the fires became so hot and 
the smoke to t that the entire force of fire-fight- 


ers were driven from the field and were obliged to re- 
main inactive in the larger clearings till the force of the 
fire was exhausted and the destruction complete. The- 
government should be impressed with the idea 
of previous preparation against outbursts, in the mean- 
time guarijing every avenue of danger for the good of 
Southern California's ranch interests. While in the 
mountains a short time ago, I saw a number of fire 
guards, but they are teo few to be of material service. 
The superintendent should be supplied with sufficient 
help to gridiron the water shed with broad trails and be- 
ginning points from which to meet the conflagrations. 

The “Cow Colles.” 

RESIDENT WHEELER strenuously denies that he 

ever said he did not propose to be the president of a 
cow college. No doubt the head of the University at 
Berkeley is correct in his denial, and that he is doing all 
he can to further the agricultural industries of the State.

In a few weeks from now the grub will have emerged 
from the back of the cow and will drop to the earth, 
where, if it can get into a comfortable and congenial 
place, before some bird or “varmint” gobbies it up, it 
will develop into a fly. That, in brief, is the life history | 
of this fellow. (2) Now it will be wisdom for you to 
play the varmint“ yourself, before this grub gets to 
earth, and end his career, as it is an annoyance and also 
a serious damage to the hides of all beef cattle to have 
them punched full of holes by these grubs. If you kill 
a grub now you will likely kill a fly that may deposit 
hundreds of eggs next August on the backs of cattle. I 
therefore advise, not alone you, but all others who own 
cattle with grubs, to go a-gunning for grubs; only don’t 
take a gun, but a small oil can with a small pipe. Finn 
it with kerosene and at this season you will find these 
lumps have little holes in them, with perhaps little scabs 
over them. Pick the scab off and drop in the hole two 
or three drops of the kerosene, and good-by grub; when 
he passes to earth it will be a dried up or mummified 
grub, which won't care for earthly things like birds or 
“varmints;” neither will he ever become a fly. Prick- 
ing him with a sharp aw! or needle will also end his ex- 
istence

Dr. Woodbridge, 
who is at present mainly devoting his chief attention 
to the manufacture of fertilizers, is a clever and orig- 
inal investigator of applied chemistry. He has suc- 
cessfully solved a number of problems that should 
have broug.t him a lot of money, if he only had a 
good business manager—among other things, the man- 
ufacture of a fine grade of citric acid, from Californ‘a 
lesnons, orange wine, by-products of the lemon, also of 
the eucalytpus, a system of sub-irrigation for orchards 
and berry patches, that would be exceedingly valuable 
if applied to conservatories, avoiding the unpleasant 
damp heat and the consequent fungus. Also, a unique 
method of keeping flies from the house, and a number 
of otuer ingenious ideas, that the editor cannot at 
present call to mind. 


It is not of this, however, but_of a most valuable 
process for preserving fruits, without the use of pre- 
servatives, to which attention is called in this article. 
in te presence of the editor, Dr. Woodbridge opened 
a can of ripe California ollves, which had been put up 
ty him three years ago, without the use of any pre- 
servative whatever—nothing but pure water. The 
olives wers in perfect condition, as to appearance and 
- flavor—not a soft one among them. 

This process need not be confined to olives, but can 
be applied to almost all other food substances that 
are canned, thus avoiding she necessity for the use of 
nuch preservatives as salicylic acid and boracic acid, 
which, whatever Prof. Wiley may endeavor to prove, 
in the interest of the beef trust, are undoubtedly in- 
$umious, when taken regularly into the human system, 
even in minute doses. As the editor has frequently 
said, it should be palpable, even to an intelligent 
schoolboy, that any substance which keeps food from 
decaying outside of the human stomach must neces- 
sarily have the effect of retarding the digestion—

interesting and Valuable Trees. 

HE nursery business is rapidly growing in impor- 

tance in this section. One of the interesting nur- 
series in the neighborhood of Los Angeles is that of 
Adolph Scharff, at South Pasadena. Here, in addition 
to a great variety of trees and plants some of which 
are quite rare, may be seen some fine specimens of 
various kinds of eucalypti. One large tree is covered 
with. beautiful pink blossoms. One would suppose that 
a business might be built up in the sale of these blos- 
soms. There is also a tall tree of the variety that 
has perfumed leaves, like the lemon verbena. This 
variety is said to attain a height of 150 feet in Aus- 
trelia. Another variety in Mr. Scharff’s nursery bears 
a flower which is fatal to bees, and during the flow- 
ering season the ground underneath is covered with 
dead bees. 

Although the eucalyptus has been cultivated in 

California for over forty years, we are still only in the 
kindergarten age of knowledge in regard to the many 
varieties of this remarkable tree, and the uses to which 
it may be put. Like almost every other variety of an- 
mal and plant life, found on that curious island con- 
tinent, the eucalyptus is “different.” For instance 
what can be a greater contrast than the appearance 
of the young leaves of the eucalyptus globulus, in 
shape, size and color, and the matured leaves of the 
same tree?

A RTHUR r. DAVIS of the Reclamation Surveys gives 
the Phoenix .Republican the following information 
regarding the government irrigation proſe on ibe 
Colorado River: 
“After the examination and rejection of many sites 
along that stream, a site has finally been selected at 
the lowest point on the river where good rock abut- 
ments could be secured and which is some distance 
above Yuma. The dam win be about 700 feet long 
and water will be diverted on both sides of the river, 
both in California and Arizona. The Colorado project 
is a monster undertaking and will be very expensive, 
but compensating results are anticipated. The people 
of this valley are more fortunately situated in that in 
the project three things will have to be done, 
while here there is but one. The Tonto is a simple 
storage enterprise, while on the Colorado, besides the 
storage, levees will have to be built along the river and 
a system of drainage will have to be developed, for 
somé of the lands are so flat that otherwise alkali would 
accumulate. This makes added expense, and the Colo- 
rado people will have to stand an expense of probably 
$40 an acre to secure what they want, against less thar 
half of that amount in this valley. | 
“But nevertheless the people of Yuma are enthusiastic 
and say they would favor it even if it cost $50, knowing 
the wonderful fertility of their soil and the possibilities 
of their agriculture. They have organized an association

It will thus be seen that vegetables, although not the 
whole thing, play an important part in one's dietary. 
Beans, peas and lentils furnish the same proteids 
(fiesh formers) as found in meat, but not in the same 
proportion. 

[Note by the editor. Mr. Warman is doubtless right 
in regard to the weakness of the vegetarian theory—that 
is to say, so far as it relates to vegetables, and not in- 
fruits and nuts, which also belong to the vege- 
table kingdom. Man wasn’t intended to live on vege- 
tables, any more than an ox was intended to eat meat, 
although vegetables may undoubtedly, with advantage, 
be added io the dietary, unless what the editor regards 
as the perfect dietary is adopted, namely, fruit and nuts. 
This he believes to have been the original diet of man- 
kind, until, in some time of great stress, the unnatural 
idea of slaying and devouring living creatures was 
adopted, just as shipwrecked mariners are sometimes 
driven to the extreme of having to kill and eat one 
another. It is safe to say that if everybody had to go 
and slay an animal and prepare its carcass the ranks 
of the non-fiesh eaters weuld be greatly increase. 


The argument frequently advanced that flesh food is 
more quickly digested than vegetable food is a weak one 
and will not bear close investigation. For instance, raw 
apples are digested in an hour and a half, barley in two 
hours, Irish, potatoes in two hours and a half, while 
beefsteak requires three hours, fresh pork, and mutton 
about three bours and a quarter, boiled beef three hours 
and a half, fried beef four hours, fresh veal four hours, 
and boiled salt pork four hours and a half. Even sup- 
posing, however, that animal food is, on the average, 
more quickly digested than vegetable food, it does not 
follow that it is more wholesome. A poisonous sub- 
stance may be very quickly assimilated by the system— 
and make the consumer a subject for the Coroner. 

As stated, fruits and nuts are undoubtedly the ideal 
food, but we cannot expect. people who have been living 
on a mixed diet all their lives, and whose ancestors have 
s0 Hved for perhaps forty centuries, to be able, as a rule, 
to immediately adopt such a radical change, although on 
the other hand some who have done so could never be 
persuaded to go back to the fleshpots of Egypt. It is, 
however, not at all necessary to include flesh food in a 
mixed dietary, for in addition to the exceedingly long list 
of fruits, and nuts, and vegetables, and salad plants, 
there are such semi-animal foods as milk, and eggs, and 
butter, and cheese of various kinds, which, as Mr. War- 
man truly says, is exceedingly nutritious, and far less} 
appreciated in this country than it should be. 

However, the editor believes that, from a hygienic 
standpoint, and leaving the moral side of the question 
aside—although much might be said on that branch of 
the subject—it is far better to take a little clean, well- 
cooked lean meat, say once a day, with fruits and vege-

R. B. M. LAWRENCE of Los Angeles is a man who, 

like Jesus of Nazareth, goes about doing good, only 
he travels in a wagon—a sort of houseboat on wheels— 
and takes his wife along.

rience in this climate, I submit the letter and suggest 
that for the benefit of the writer, and many other read- 
ers of this department of The Times in all sections of 
our own and other lands, that you publish the letter and 
reply to the questions. 

“I have been absent on a Jecturing tour in Southern 


California for the past six weeks, and have delayed the

The climatic conditions prevailing in South- 
ern California are totally unfavorable to anything in the 
shape of malaria, the air being so dry and moist places 
so very few and far between, while there is a constant 
suction of wind from the ocean during the day and 
toward the ocean at night, creating a continual draft.

vessels and nerves, freeing the movements of joints an 1 
correcting dislocations and subluxaticns.” 

Here is an extract from the volume, in which Dr. 
Tasker writes in regard to the poisonous effects of drugs: 

“Nearly all diseases are characterized by some excess, 
defect or perversion of secretion and the major portion 
of therapeutic procedures are directly addressed to the 
alleviation of these conditions. Drug therapy is depend- 
ent on the action of chemicals to right the difficu!ties. 
We have only to note the names of classes of drugs to 
realize how extensively they are used to control secre- 
tion. Astringents, tonics, cathartics, diuretics, diaphor- 
tics, expectorants, emenagogues, sialagogues, errhines, 
etc., each drug in every class being a more or less intens 
poison. If it were not poisonous it would not act so 
promptly. It is not a food, hence cannot become fncor- 
perated in the protoplasm of the body cells. Being a 
foreign substance, our bodies attempt to dissolve and 
eliminate it. Why pilocarpin is eliminated in the saliva 
and sweat, in preference to the alimentary tract of kid- 
neys is difficult to explain, but the fact that it is forced 
cut of the body as quickly as possible ought to be suffi- 
cient evidence against using it. Drugs which promote 
secretion do so at the expense of the vitality of the body. 
They call forth an excessive amount of energy in order 
to be ejected from the body.

ONE 18 THAT THE SOUL TRAVELS AND SEE¥ 
TuINGS, A THEosornic THEORY. 


{New York Sun:] Results of years of scientific inves- 
tigation of dreams were given before a large audience in 
Genealogical Hall in West Fifty-eighth street last night 
by Charles W. Leadbeater of London, who, under the 
auspices of the Theosophical Society, is visiting this 
country. His conclusions, he says, come from many ea 
periments made with the assistance of a number of the- 
osophical students. These are some of his deductions: 

That the soul, the true man, leaves the body during 
sleep and may then be more or less fully conscious, ac- 
cording to the degree of its development, and be capable 
of receiving impressions of moving freely, visiting a 
place at a distance and conversing with other souls 
whose bodies are also asleep. : 

Though the soul is thus away from the physical body, 
the latter nevertheless possesses a kind of half-con- 
sciousness of its own and the physical brain is occupied 
with a mechanical review of past events, either of the 
day before or a longer antecedent period.. 
From those conditions there result two classes of 

dreams. One includes what may be called true dreams 
or visions, a knowledge of something happening at a dis- 
tance at that time or a prevision of something which 
afterwards comes to pass. These are recollections of 
what the soul during its travels has really seen or done. 
The other and commoner class is the vague recollection 
of the half-conscious vagaries of the physical brain. The 
ordinary confused dream, with its incongruities and 
impossible positions, is a mingling of the two. 3 

The speaker advised the audience to avold the two ex 
tremes of opinion on the subject; neither to accept 
dreams with the implicit faith which brings worry or 
trouble, nor to commit the equally foolish mistake of 
condemning their teaching as nonsense, but rather to 
observe carefully and to note with precision the vivid 
and important dreams and let time decide their worth 
and truth. In that way, he said, it will be possible to 
build up a science of dreams. 3

proud 

It what the Persians, the Arabians, the Indians, the 
Chinese have done were to be biotted out, with all that 
has been built upon their original work, our modern so- 
ciety could not endure a day. 

The Japanese, by their military prowess, have done 
more than all else to raise the respect of the modern 
western world for the Orient—for there is nothing we 
seem to respect so much as force—but this respect may 
be still further increased by some recognition of the 
great triimphs of the Oriental mind. 

Where did our alphabet come from—the A B C of 
learning? Out of Asia. The letter alphabets of all Indo- 
Germanic peoples we owe to the Semites, the grandeur 
of whose achievements the average person of today can-

A HARP OWNED BY QUEEN MARY. 


a family collection of Stuart and Jacobite relics of great 
historic interest and value. The early death of J. N, 
Durrant-Steuart, the twelfth and last Laird of Daiguise, 
in Perthshire, brought this unique collection to the ham- 
mer 

Interest centered mainly on two ancient harps, one 
known as Queen Mary's harp, and the other as the La- 
mont or Caledonian harp. For the last twenty years 
they have reposed in the National Museum of Anfiqui- 
ties, and are well known to Scottish antiquaries. 

The story of Queen Mary's harp is that during a 
hunting trip into the highlands of Perthshire, in the 
year 1563, she offered her own harp as a prize in a bar- 
dic competition. It was awarded to Miss Beatrice Gur- 
dyn of Banchory. It closely resembles the famous harp 
of Brian Boru, and a century ago it was stringed and 
| found to possess a sweet and delicate tone. 

Competition for it was very keen. Theodore Napier. 
the well-known Jacobite enthusiast, remained in the 
bidding until £840 was reached, and finally at £892 10s 
it was secured by the authorities of the Edinburgh Anti- 
quarian Museum. 

The Lamont harp, which dates from the eleventh or 
twelfth century, was gold for £525. 

A lock of hair from Prince Charles's head, and an- 
other from that of his wife, Princess Louise of Stohl- 
berg, went for £33 12s. A sword which he had worn 
was sold for £78. Highland dirks went at from £11 to 
£15 each; an Andrea Ferrara sword at £25, and two 
genuine old Highland targets at £58 168. and £60 183.—
